FULLER’S RIOT BILL REPORTED. 


Gov. Ogiesby’s Suggestions Acted Upon— 
Provisions of the Measure. 

Sraixorie.y, III., March 11.—In the House 
today Mr. Fuller, from the Special Commit- 
tee on Governor’s Message, reported favora- 
bly a bill for An act to secure the peace and 
order of society, to quell riots and disturb- 
ances, to seoure the execution of the laws, 
and to provide for Special Deputy Sheriffs, 
and for calling out and using the military 
force of the State for the preservation of the 
peace and the protection of property.” 

The bill provides that “the Sheriff may 
summon resident special deputies, who shall 
have all the power of Deputy Sheriffs. Any 
person 80 summoned who shall refuse to 
serve shall be fined not less than $50 nor 
more than $300 for each offense, or imprison- 
ment not to exceed three months. When 
n the Sheriff may arm these depu- 
ties and the county s pay all necessary 
expenses as well as for subsistence. If the 
Sheriff thinks that arms are necessary he 
may make his requisition upon the Adjutant- 
General, who shall furnish the same, with 
ammunition, such arms to be returned when 
no longer required. The Deputy Sheriffs 
thus employed shall be paid a day. If. 
the Sheriff cannot preserve the peace with 
these deputies he shall notify the Governor 
by telegraph or otherwise of the circum- 
stances of the case and demand military aid, 
subsequently reducing the facts to an expiic- 
it written statement. If the Sheriff will not 
act, then the County Coroner, or Judge. or 
Mayor of a city may invoke such aid. hen- 
ever the troops are ordered out they shall be 
in strict subordination to the civil officers, to 
whom they shall report, and who may use such 
force as the emergency demands. The bill 
also provides that it shall be unlawful for 
any force or company of private detectives or 
private citizens not peace officers to 
— with arms except when special- 
y permitted to do so by the 
Governor, ox to assume to act as officers of 
the law without proper authority; and every 
~erson violating this section shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not less than $100 nor more 
than $200 for each offense.”’ It is provided 
that this section shall be construed in har- 
mony with Sec. 5, Art. 11, of the military 
code. The bill as the approval of the Ex- 
ecutive Department and the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, and was drawn by Mr. Fuller.

More Earthquake Shocks—Some Serious 
* Damage is Done, 

Nice, March 11.—A fresh shock of earth- 
quake was felt here at 2'50 o'clock this after- 
noon aad created a panic among the people. 
The vibration traveled from northeast to 
south west. 

Le Temps of Paris publishes a report of an 
earthquake at Douai, in the Department of 
the Nord, and states that the wallsofachurch 
were cracked by the shock. 

A slight shock of earthquake was felt at 
Cannes at 3 o’ciock this afternoon. More 
violent shocks were experienced at Ven- 
timiglia and Diano-Marino. 

At Mentone the shock was the most vio- 
lent since that of February. The walls of 
many houses were again crack and mir- 
rors, glassware, etc., were smashed. Visit- 
ors are again hurrying away from Mentone 
and residents are camping out in the open 
air. 

At Monte Cario the shock caused a panic 
in the gambling-rooms. The tables shook 
violently and the players fied in dismay. 


One of Rosa Bonheur's Latest. 

Loxbox, March 11.— [Copyright, 1887, by 
James Gordon Bennett. — There was a pri- 
vate view today on the opening of Messrs.

Four mem- 
bers of the Moderate party opppsed abolition 
ofany ofthe sub-prefectures, whiie seven 
Radicals voted for their entire abolition. 


Twenty-five Immigrants Injured. 

Bavtimonrs, Md., March 11.— [Special. — The 
emigrant passengers who came over on the | 
steamship Rhein, from Bremen, appear to be 
in hard luck. There was almost a panic 
among them when the steamer went ashore 
outside the capes, and today twenty-five of 
them were injured in a railroad accident. The 
entire shipload had bean transferred to emi- 
grant-trains at Locust Point. One train had 
just started for Chicago when, in turning a 
sharp curve, the last car left the track and 
careened over on its side. The passengers 
were hurled about violently, and at first it 
was feared that.several had been killed. 
Among those seriousiy injured was Jacob 
Buttler, bound for Joliet, Hl. A young mar- 
ried woman in adelicate condition was so se- 
verely shocked that she gaye premature 
irth totwins. She was removed to a hos- 
pital. Her condition is critical. 


outstanding indebtedness on the bill. The 
bill passed the Senate today amid the most 
intense excitement.

To add to the turmoil in thg corridors 
and lobby the report was circulated that 
Gov. Church would veto the bill. The Gov- 
ernor was seen, and he stated that he would 
veto the bill, as he did not believe in legaliz- 
ing the acts of the commission by signing 
a legislative act which settled a point tha 

was within the jurisdiction of the 
courts. The most 41 lawyers of the 
Territory were with the Governor all of the 
afternoon, but could not convince him that he 
was in the wrong.

The memorial to Congress pray- 
ing for the division of the Bismarck land dis- 
trict has passed both Houses. A general 
banking law a the organization and 
management of banks passed the House bya 
unanimous vote. This bill is supposed to be 
in the interest of the people as against the 
banks. The Sprague Railroad and Ware- 
house bill passed today by a vote of 23 to 10. 
This bill creates a Board of Railroad and 
Warehouse Commissioners, and gives the 
Commissioners power to fix maximum rates 
of freight. It compels railroad com- 
panies to furnish cars on side tracks 
when demauded, and to make 
weights at terminal points. This is the House 
bill. The Senate bill having been passed by 
the Senate with amendments, as there was a 
wrangle between the bodies and as but a few 
more hours of the session remained, the rail- 
8 confidently expected to defeat 
the bill.

A Stringent Game Law Passed by the Sen- 
ate. 

Maprson, Wis., March 11.—[Special.]—The 
Senate today passed a stringent Game bill 
which will maternally decrease the pleasure 
of huntersin this State. It provides that 
deer can be killed only between Oct. 1 and 
Nov. 10, woodcock between July 10 and Dec. 
1, ducks, geese, prairie-chicken, grouse, and 
quail between Kept. land Dec. 1. ver and 
other fur-bearing animals between Sept. 1 
and May 1. It prohibits the use of decoy 
sneak-boats, and other contrivances, aa 
also the shipping of game out of the State. A 
violation of any of its visions will 
be punished by 5 fine. e Senate also 
concurred in the bills punishing dentists who 
practice in this State without a license and 
to allow railway companies to run their 
trains without stops over crossings where 
they have men stationed to signal trains to 
approach. It killed the Assembly bill to 
exempt old soldiers from poll tax. 

The Assembly passed bills bearing upon 
use of force in strikes and on the boycott. 
The latter provides that any two or more 

rsons who combine to injure the

Revelations Concerning the Practices of 
Managers of Graveyard-Insurance. 

LAxsixe, Mich,, March 11.—[{Special.]— 
There were some startling developments in 
the House Committee on Insurance today. 
The subject of graveyard-insurance was under 
consideration. The most damaging admis- 
sions were made; fraud, forgery, theft, and 
extortion were admitted with a sang-froid 
that staggered the committee. N. A. Dun- 
ning of Mason said he had done some grave 
yard-insurance business, and was willing to 
tell the committee about it. He said: 

There were five of us. We got our license 
under the law limiting the age of the persons in- 
sured o years; charged a fee of $15 for the 
first $1,000, and $20 for $2,000, and made money. 
We pretended to have a medical examination. 


The blank form was generally made out by the 
agent or the beneficiary. We asked no questions. 
s had annual dues of $8 and kept out 20 per 
centof all assessments to pay expenses and 
afford usa profit. Our object in starting the 
company was to make money. The more 
deaths there were the more money. 
There are 2,000 old people in Michigan insured 
in these companies,and not 1,000 of them know it. 
The applications are signea in the name of the 
insu by the beneficiary. The beneficiary pays 
all the assessments. When a death occurs the 
assessment brings in twelve times as much as is 
needed to pay any one loss. During the year I 
was with the company the highest death loss 
aid was $500, of which the benefieiary got only 
while the rest went to the man who com- 
promised the case forthe company. The returns 
were falsified so that the State Insurance Com- 
missioner would suspect nothing.

The Indiana Lieutenant-Governorship. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 11.— [Special. 
The Supreme Court today overruled Green 
Smith’s petition for a rehearing in the in- 
junction proceedings against Col. R. S. Rob- 
ertson to decide the Lieutenant-Governor- 
ship question, and this finally disposes of the 
case. The opinion is written by Chief-Justice 
Elliott. Aside from reaffirming the former 
sition of the court that there was no juris- 
iction, he touches upon only 088 point which 
was raised in.the petition, t being that as 
the 1 was nted by Judge 
Ayres in vacation of his court there 
could be no “jurisdiction. This, the 
opinion says, implies that a court 
in vacation has greater powers than a court 
in regular term—a position that is evidently 


‘untenable. There is no dissentang opinions 


heid by the Judges, but with the opinion 
Judge Niblack sent down a long document, 
which was entitled Views of Judge Nib- 
lack.’ On account of the importance of the 
case and the misapprehension that existe in 
the public mind regarding the license of the 
court he says that he feels constrained to 
make hig statement. Then follows a review 
of the case, incidental to which is a discus- 
sion of the Electoral Comm ssion of 1877, 
which he says was nota judicial tribunal. 
He adds: 3 

Believitig, as I always have and still do, that 
the courts have nothing to do in the settlement 
of this matter, 1 have not examined the main 
question with that care and attention which 
would enable me to promulgate any fitting ex- 

ression of opinion. I have refrained from a 
ormal expression of opinion, which might be 
urged against or brought in, conflict with any 
action the Legislature has taken or may take. 
As a citizen of the State and a member of the co- 
ordinate branch of the State Government I stand 
ready to acquiesce in whatever that body may 
do. The present disorganized condition of affairs 
I can only regret we have no power to relieve by 
an expression of opinion.

An Explanation Is Made by the Secretary of 
the Navy. 

Wasuineton, D. C., March 11.—Secretary 
Whitney today furnished a statement touch-

It was the first time that detailed ren draw- 
ings had been had of an entire ship, and it then 
occurred to me that it .would be an excellent 
plan to reproduce the machinery in these two 
vessels in two of the five ships that 
we were about to build; and this course 
was earnestly urged upon me the 
shipbuilders who examined the plans. tters 
have been written to me to that effect by Mr. 
Roach's expert, Mr. Faron, by Harlan & Hol- 
lingsworth, Cramp & Sons, asd the Union Works 
of San Francisco. This was the cotrse finally 
adopted by me. — bd the arrangements of 
the ships have been anged, conforming them 
to our types, but the machinery will be duplicat- 
edintwoof those that are now under contract. 
The effect has been, in my judgment, to call the 
attention of our own people to the fact that we 
have not kept up to the proper standard in the 
way of producing powerful machinery. 

In the case of the Boston and Atlanta, the 
guarantee of the contractor is that with 664 tons 
of machinery he will produce 8,500 horse-power. 
The arantee of te contractor who is reprodu- 
cing Nantwakan's machinery is that with 710 
tons he will produce 7.000 horse- power; and in the 
case of cruiser No. 3, also foreign machinery, the 
guarantee is that with 900 tons 9,000 horse-power 
shall ve produced.

Higher and extortionate rates in Chicago 
mean an increase in the rates charged for 
gas in every city of the State, if not of the 
Northwest. In Peoria, Springfield, Quincy, 
Bloomington, and so down all the way to 


and houses. If Chicago can be robbed by 
quasi-public corporations existing by virtue 
of and dependent upon special franchises, 
every other city and. large town in Illinois 
can be and will be if it is not being so al- 
ready. The protection demanded for all 
these urban interests is State regulation. 
The principle of control which has been suc- 
cessfully applied to,railroads and warehouses 
should be extended to gas companies, and, 
‘for that matter, to telephones and the like. 

Fortunately, the General Assembly is now 
in session. It will be three months before 
final adjournment, The old custom of going 
home when the bluebirds come no longer ob- 
tains, the omnibus line having been taken 
off. A bill creating a gas commission for 
fixing maximum rates for gas charges should 
be drawn and introduced. Of course; the 
rates should vary with the cost of produc- 
tion, which, in turn, will vary with the size 
of the town, the cost of coal, and other con- 
siderations. As the Railroad and Warehouse 
Commission can adapt the tariff for passen- 
gers, freight, and storage to the actual facts 
in each case, so the gas commisajon should 
be empowered to fix rates according to cir- 
cumstances. Thereis no good reason why 
Jacksonville should pay twice as much as 
Chicago, as is the case at the present time. 
The extortion which Chicago fears is now 
being actually endured in nearly, if not quite, 
every cityin the State; and the legislation 
which would be preventive for this city. 
would be curative for the gas-consumers of 
the rest of the State. 

Several bills are now pending before the 
Legislature of New York to place the gas 
companies of that State under the control of 
a State Board of Gas Commissioners, and 
Illinois, which took the lead in the war on 
railway monopoly, should be true to its rec- 
ord. In this case, asin the railroad reform, 
legislation is necessary as a basis for litiga- 
tion. The General Assembly gave the Archi- 


fulcrum, and then by the aid of the courts, 
as well as the commission, the world of rail- 
road and warehouse extortion was moved. 
There ig no more dangerous tendency of our 
times than the capitalistic combination of 
quasi-political corporations, nor is it too 
much to say that the arrest of this tendency 
is the prime duty of present statesmanship. 
The beat way to meet and thwart anarchy is 
to correct the abuse which is its only excuse. 
They sustain to each other the relation of 
root and branch. Gas companies, railroads, 
and warehouses are by no means the only 
roots for this anarchy-tending monopoly, 


commission control of telephones and ail 
kindred business of a semi-public character 
not already subject to maximum rates. The 
line between such corporations and joint- 
stock companies doing business of a private 
nature is easily drawn. A mere organiza- 
tion under the general corporation law, or a 
special charter even, does not involve the use 
of public property in the conduct of busi- 
ness. The merchant, the publisher, the man- 
ufacturer, and the like enjoys no privilege 
denied to any one else, except as his own cap- 
ital and enterprise may have given it to him, 
but railroads, gas companies, and telephone 
companies are granted rights of way under 
the law of eminent domain or otherwise 
which make them permanently amenable to 
public control legally and equitably. Be- 
cause the people may have slept upon tkeir 
right of regulation is no forfeiture of the 
right itself nor any excuse for continuing its 
non-enforcement. | 
Millions of dollars are drawn tyom̃ the 
Illinois public every vear by way of taxation 
for unnecessary if not corrupt purposes, but 
all these unjust taxes are a small matter as 
compared with the extortions practiced by

FREE TRADE WITH CANADA. 

The agitation causea by the introduction of 
the Butterworth bill in the House for com- 
plete reciprocity in trade with Canada con- 
tinues to increase in the Dominion, especial- 
ly since the passage of the Retaliation Non- 
Intercourse bill. The statement that the 
Canadian Government was preparing to large- 
ly increase duties on some imports from this 
country and prohibit others entirely is offi- 
cially denied. Instead of an increased tariff 
there is general and favorable discussion, 
not only among the Liberal but also among 
the Tory organs, of complete reciprocity as 
the only satisfactory and enduring settlement 
of the disputes pending between the two 
countries.. The Halifax Chamber of Com- 
merce in its annual report, just issued, openly 
eoncedes that free trade with the States“ 


is the only way out of the existing difficul- 


ties. The Toronto Mail (Tory) calls earnest 
attention to the state of public sentiment in 
the outlying provinces as fraught witn dan- 
ger to the Canadian Confederation. Itsays: 


No one can fail to perceive the dan to the 
Dominion involved in the agitation in Nova Sco- 
tia—in the inarticulate cry of the fisherman and 
miner for leave to trade with their natural cus- 
tomers. A similar manifestation is visible from 

metotimein the Northwest. The Manitoba 

rst movement, the Farmers’ Union campaign, 
the agitation against disallowance, the bitter out- 
ory against the tariff—-these are Western forms 
of the same disrupting force as that at work in 


the maritime provinces. Recinsoaity with the 
United States would undoubte relieve us of 
these anxieties, and we believe also that it would 
lead men’s minds away from the contemplation 
of the still graver problem of race ascendency 
[between the British and French] that must be 
solved, Heaven knows how, before a united Oan- 
ada is possible, 

The Toronto Globe (Liberal) strongly advo- 
cates free trade with the great Republic as 
the true remedy for the existing troubles, 
but does not yet see its way clearly towards 
the manner of securing it. The arrange- 
ments will be simple enough. This country 
should offer Canada full reciprocity for all 
the products of the soul, forest, mine, farm, 
workshops, and coasting trade, and mutual 
abolition of the long line of custom-houses 
which now stretch their hostile trade-barrier 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific. If Canada 
1s willing to acvept this plan of settlement 
her representatives will meet our Secretary 
of State and President, and such other high 
officials as may be invited to assist, 
and frame a treaty declaring absolute 
reciprocity in all things, which should 
extend for a period of not less than 
twenty years, with ample notice of abroga- 
tion on either side. A uniform tariff rate can 
then be made against all other countries, as- 


similating the two tariffs by lowering ours a 


little and increasing the Canadian duties a 
little to produce an equilibrium, theirs now 
being only about a quarter lower than our 
own. Having assimilated the tariff rates, 
then the duties received at the respective 
ports can be assimilated by pooling the joint 
earnings and dividing them ona per capita 
basis of population. Our own population is 
about 60,000,000, theirs about 5,000,000. Thus 
out of every $13 received we would take $12 
and they 81. Ifa per capita division were 
not satisfactory it might be arranged on a basis 
of revenue receipts through a series of years 
say thelast ten. There will be nodifficulty in 
coming toan equitable arrangement if the 
Canadians really want to abolish the custom- 
houses and substitute free trade with us in 
all things. Trade must be as free as 
between the States of the American Union. 
The consent of England can easily be ob- 
tained if the Canadians make up their minds 
to pull down the commercial barriers between 
us, as England will lose nothing thereby. 
The imports and exports of the United States 
and Canada with Great Britain will not be 
less than now, and may be greater. The 
enormously increased prosperity of the Can- 
adians will enable them to purchase more 
British goods than they could without rec- 
iprocity. Hence England will have no 
business interest in opposing the deal.“ 
Having ratified such atreaty, then the 
custom-houses will come down and there will 
be a free interchange of products between 
the two countries, as there is now in our 
inter-Btate commerce. Their vessels will 
have the same run of our coasts as our own. 
There will be no more quarrels or disputes 
about fish or anything else. If it shall hap- 


pen in course of time that the Canadians tire 


of carrying their heavy load of deht (some 
250 millions and growing); if when they find 
that their union with England isa matter 
of no importance to them and they 
should want to have twelve or fourteen 
Senators and thirty or forty Representatives 
in our Congress and a representative in the 
Cabinet, the better to look after their inter- 
ests, that will easily adjust itself. The peo- 
ple of the United States have no wish to ex- 
pedite it. Such contingencies are political. 
Business first and politics when the time is 
ready for it. The one important thing, 
if the Canadians are anxious to remove all 
further causes of dispute about fish, is to go 
in and complete free trade, and then they can 
fish or cut bait, whidhever they please, and 
sell the catch“ all over Yankeeland at 
the highest market price, as well as every- 
thing they produce. 


SOCIALISM IS SLAVERY, 

There could be no more timeiy words than 
Ingersoll's characterization of Socialism, re- 
published from the North American Review in 
Tus Trisuns of today. The proposition that 
“Socialism seems to be one of the worst pos- 
sible forms of slavery” may sound extrava- 
gant, but under the caim and majestic rea- 
soning of Mr. Ingersoll the statement gradu- 
ally unfolds into a truth so plain as to be al- 
most a truism. And the argument finds sig- 
nificant confirmation in the remark made by 
the present acknowledged leader of Social- 
ism in Chicago, T. J. Morgan, who said in 
a speech delivered Thursday evening that 
the cure for all was the paternalism of gov- 
ernment and the abolition of private prop- 
erty in land, machinery, and raw material.” 
Socialism, as thus interpreted, could not stop 
short of the results portrayed. Itis not too 
much to say that the right of private prop- 
erty is the foundation of civilization. There 
isno other conceivable basis for it. Take 
that away and not only the house but the 
household falls tothe ground. Each member 
of a family has a proprietary interest in 
every other member of the circle, and with- 
out the bond of property in its fullest sense 
society would revert to the lowest barbarism, 
Socialism being 


From present appearances the Meyer Street- 
Railway bill will become law in a few weeks, 
It was passed to a third reading in the House

Mr. Meyer, Mr. Decker, and those who have 
assisted them with this measure deserve very 
great credit for the versistency with which 
they have fought in its favor. But what can 
be thought of the Labor “ reformers” who 
fought this bill in the interest of the monapo- 
lies? Rohrback, Dwyer, and the other fel- 
lows who assisted them pretend to be actu- 
ated by a desire to accommodate the work- 
ingmen, They voted, however, in favor of 
monopoly. Their excuses for this course are 
so absurd as to be unworthy of serious dis- 
cussion.

Mr. Ermer Wasnsurn, formerly Super- 
intendent of the Chicago police force, now 
manager of the Stock-Yards National Bank, 
has been nominated for the position of Su- 
pervisor of the Town of Lake by the Citizens’ 
party of that municipality.

It is now stated, apparently by authority,

If they have been dealt with 
unfairly in the past the same lack 
of conscientiousness that is responsible 
therefor is equal to the strain of making an 
additional turn of the screw in compensa- 
tion for what was yielded to those strong 
enough to dictate terms. The producers of 
cotton-seed oil may find “the last state of 
that man worse than the first,’’ and discover 
the absolute necessity of organizing for the 
purpose of finding a market elsewhere for 
their goods. It has been estimated that as 
much as $2,500,000 was waiting for an oppor- 


tunity to take issue with the $40,000,000 Oil 


Trust, and only needed a directing hand to 
put into existence a seed crushing capacity 
equal to that or the latter. Possibly the 
movement is only delayed, and may not be 
deferred so long as to make sick the hearts 
of those who sighed for a reform. 


Folly of Drinking in Business Hours. 

There is one kind of temperance all business- 
men should practice, and that is not to drink 
during business hours.

Thousands who re- 
tain their health and are never ranked as victims 
of intemperence lose their property. wreck their 
business, and are thrown into bankruptcy be- 
cause of tippling hahits during business hours. 
These men are not drunkards, and only close ob- 
servers Can detect the influence of strong drink 
in their deportment; but nevertheless liquor 
gives them a false nerve. makes them feckless, 
clouds the judgment. and soon involves them in 
bad purchases, worse sales, and ruinous con- 
tracts. .Sooner or later it is shown that the habit 
of tivpiing during business hours is a forerunner 
of bankruptcy. et every such drinker review 
his business transactions for a series of years and 
answer wiether this statement is not true.

A scrutiny of the official report, issued to- 


day, shows that the mistake arose from the 
blending of a passage in Commissioner 
Knipe’s report condemning, further coercive 
legislation with a part of Gen. Buller's evi- 
dence.

The bulk of 
the tenants nad told him that the reducing of 
rents and the staying of evictions were di- 
rectly due to the operations of the league. 
They believed that nobody did anything for 
the tenants until the league was established, 
He said it was no longer possible to enforce 
legal obligations in that part of the country.

The Church and the Knights— Movements 
of the American Cardinals, 

Rome, March 11.—[Special Cable.]— The 
Congregation of the Holy Office is now dis- 
cussing the report of Cardinal Gibbons con- 
cerning the Knights of Labor in the United 
States and Canada. A decision in the matter 
is not expected for a long time. The best in- 
formed sources agree that a distinction must 
be made between the members of the order 
in the two countries. The essentials, how- 


ever, are the same, and the Vatican 
will be found to look favorably 
on the Knights so far as they use 


peaceful measures to secure a better condi- 
tion among the working classes, for which 
the order was organized. It will, however, 
speak in no uncertain sounds against the use 
of violence, and will commend arbitration as 
one of the means to settle disputes between 
employers and employed. It will likely be 
found when a report 1s made that the order 
in America will be recommended upon cer- 
tain conditions, while that in Canada may be 
condemned.

CROPS OF THE HE NORTHWEST.

HANCHETT'S DIETIN G AND LEGAL BILLS. 


‘The County Board’s Finance Committee Hes- 
itates About Allowing Them. 
The Finance Committee of the County Board 


Sheriff Hanchett was present, and his dieting 
bill and item for extra éxpensés were the sub- 
jects under consideration. Mr. Aldrith’ saia@ he 
did not think it was right for the Sheriff to have a 
contract for feeding prisoners and make money 
on the contract. He rebelved a salary for his 
position and the law did pdt intend that he 
should make money in this way. Mr. Hanchett 
said there was a great deal of injustice done the 
Sheriff in the talks on this subject. He had been 
unable to make any money out of the dieting 
contract. Most of the prisoners in the jail,“ he 


said, “are held there simply on suspicion, and it 

would be unjust to feed them as prisoners are fed 

at the bridewell. We give them better food and 

— ot it than Mr. Felton does in his city con- 
rac ” ark 

Mr. Klehm called attention to the fact that in 
Mr. Hanchett’s last report he charged $2,000 for 
settling up the business of the office, and there 
was an item of $4,859, which was for attorneys’ 
tees and court costs during his four years in of- 
fice. Besides these there was a telephone bill 
for four years for the phone at the Sheriff's resi- 
“ence J — dr . : 

r. nchett said he charged $2,000 for se 
tling up the business of the office, as it would 
take him one year steadily and would not be 
completed for ten years. He had at present 300 
suits in the courts wang out of attachments 
and replevins which he had to watch and for 
Which an attorney had to be paid. During his 
term of oſhee he had had more law business than 
any four Sheriffs ever had. 

Mr. Nelson was not sure that the county should 
pay the lawyers’ fees. He was inclined to think 
all such expenses should be covered by indem- 
nity bonds. Mr. Hanchett replied that one-half 
of these bonds were worthless after a year or so, 
and the atest care possible would not save 
them. It was just like an honest merchant who 
bought Ss and was then unable to pay the 
bills owihg to some unforeseen trouble. 

County-Attorfey Bliss said the county was not 
legally liable to the Sheriff for these expenses, 
but the former Sheriffs received $2,000 generally 
for settling up the business and he thought it was 

ust and right. “Mr. Hanchett is, in fact, a 
heriff for a year to come,“ said Mr. Bliss, and 
has to devote his whole time to the work. The 
law was made for country counties, where per- 
haps only a dozen levies are made in a year, and 
it is in cases like this where the law of equity 
comes in. In other counties the State’s Attorney 
acts as Sheriff's attorney, but here it can't be 
done and he has to have outside legal services.“ 

Mr. Nelson thought it was a bad practice to 
pay attorney fees fer the Sheriff, but it could not 
well be helped unless the law was changed. 

No action was taken, as the committee desired 
time te think over the matter.

THE STATUS OF EXPRESS COMPANIES. 


De They Come Under the Provisions of the 
Inter-Staté Law? 

When asked yesterday if the express com- 
panies considered themselves common carriers 
in the sense implied by the Inter-State Com- 
merce law, O. W. Barrett, agent of the American 
Express Company, said: “We have obtained 
numerous legal opinions on the question, and, 
strange to say, no two opinions agree. I think 
our company will hold off until the Commis- 
sioners decide just what the law embraces. For 
my part I cannot see how the law ean possibly 
apply to us. We have no long and short hauls 
and own no railroads. We simply pay railroad 
companies so much a ton per mile for hauling our 
freight and then charge our customers a fair 
margin for our services. It seems to me that ex- 
press companies are more like merchants than 
common cerriers. Still, if the Commissioners in- 
terpret the law so as to bring us under its wide- 
spreading mantle, it will not take us long to get 
our rates in shape to conform withit. In fact, 
we are very nearly living up to the spirit of the 
law now.“ 

A. Wygant, agent of the United States Ex- 
press Company, replying to the same question, 
said: “Much diversity of opinion exists. The 
Pacific Express Company holds that it is nota 
common carrier under the new law. Our New 
York attorney shares the opinion. Other attor- 
neys claim at we do come under the law. 
Probably nothing will be done until after the 
Commissioners give us their opinion.

JOLIET MAKING AN ABSURD EXHIBI- 
TION OF ITSELF. a 


It Figures Out Somehow that the Dilution 
of Sewage in the Canal by Four Times 
the Present Volume of Pure \ is Go- 
ing to Breed a Pestilence—A Committee 


Sent Up Here to See About It—Reassur- 


- ing News for Them. 1 


For a city within fifty miles of Chicago Joliet 
seems to be astonishingly ignorant. There came 
up from there yesterday a delegation appointed 
by the Business Men's Association for the curious 
purpose of-finding out if the proposed scheme for 
diverting the Chicago River through the canal to 
the Desplaines and thence to the Mississippi was 
going to hurt Joliet. The absurdity of the prop- 
osition did not seem to strike the members of 
the delegation, who looked as if they. really be- 
lieved that Joliet is in some way to be damaged 
if the scheme is adopted. With serious faces 
they trooped into the office of the Mayor—R. M. 
Woods, Chairman, J. D. Paige, N. D. Dyer, Will- 
lam Adams, Charles H. Young, and Judge Hurd. 

They were received by Mayor Harrison and 
Engineer Hering. The committee gravely seated 


itself, and the Chairman solemnly unrolled six 
sheets of letter paper upon which were written 
such awe-inspiring conundrums as these: 

With a current of two miles an hour on the 
surface, what would the current be six or eight 
feet below the surface? 

Ho fast does water have to run to not freeze 
at 20° below zero? 

Ho much water isin the Chicago River in 
all its branches? 

How much can a northeast wind increase the 
volume of the water in the proposed waterway?” 


The Chairman said that they feared that the 
increased discharge of sewage into the canal will 
be a great nuisance, and that when the spring 
thaws come the enormous quantity of melte 
srow 17 7 carried by the river, which will 

e full, 

If the State had allowed Chicago, when she 
was spending $3,500,000 to deepen the canal in 
1868-69-70, to have given the bottom of the ditch 
three inches fall instead of one inch, and thereby 
creating a currentof at least one and one-half 
miles an hour instead of two-thirds of a mile per 
hour, the discharge of water without the use of 
pumps would be 65,000 ‘70,000 cubic feet of 
water per minute instead of a quarter of that or 
less, and Joliet would never have complained of 
smelling the sew and the fish would have 
lived and not died. But the smart canal 
engineer and board wanted to retain 
mules to tow canalboats, instead of using 
steamtugs with propeller wheels. The conse- 
quence is that the canal has never discharged 
half the water it should have done. Half the 
money spent was wasted thereby and a nuisance 
created at Joliet, which Chicago now seeks to 
remedy, not by repeating the stupid mule-power 
bluader but by cutting @ channel in the Des- 
plaines which will discharge eight times as much 
water as the canal does. And, by the way, all 
the mules have been withdrawn except on half a 
dozen boats and steam has been substituted, be- 
ing found cheaper and better. Trips are made 
speedier and no towage is required when the 
canalboats reach the Chicago River. 

Mr. Hering e®plained that the new scheme pro- 
vided a plan for carrying off the floodwater of the 
Desplaines River into a canal to empty into 
the lake north of the eity. That,“ said 


tne Mayor, “will drain: square miles 
of territory, and will leave only 130 
miles to drain between the 


channel and Joliet, so you see this first step will 
relieve you and us and still be in perfect har- 
mony with the grand scheme which sooner or 
later must be put through.“ Chairman Woods 
asked: “What proportion of sewage in the 
clear lake-water in this proposed waterway will 
the fish at Joliet be able to endure?’ 

Said the Mayor: I understand from Dr. De 
Wolf that in England, where the dye factories 
discharge their refuse into the rivers, which 
kills all forms of life, that in a very few miles—I 
don't now reeolleet the figures—the water is 
clear and fish swim around. Of course I know 
those are running streams, but it was a very 
short distance indeed that was required to elim- 
inate the poisonous refuse.“ 

Seeing that the Mayor had drawn the not un- 
natural inference that it was the fish in the canal 
that the committee was anxious about, the 
Chairman hastened to set Mr. Harrison right on 
the question. 

Ot course it isn’t fish we're after,“ said Mr. 
Woods, as itis water that is not offensive to 
the people living in the vicinity.”

“Yes,” retorted Mr, Paige, but when they 
got to Joliet they had had too much of the thing 
and they turned up their bellies and died.

The Mayor said: “I have 
shot mo’ muskrats on the watch in Kaintucky, 
sah, than yo’ could shake a stick at.“ The other 
members persuaded Paige and the Mayor, who 
are birds of a feather, to agree to argue the mat- 
ter before a Commissioner and proceed to the 
waterway business.

„Well.“ said the Mayor, “don't you think that 
whoever builds the canal and pays $24,000,000 for 
it should have the rental to pay the interest on 
the bonds!“ 

Then the question of whether a violent north- 
east wind for several days would not cause an 
extraordinary hight of water in the canal was 
broached. Engineer * thought not. He 
said the influence of the wind in a channel carry- 
ing 600,000 cubic feet ot water per minute would 
not be appreciable. |

Engineer Hering thought that it might be about 
300 feet wide and nine feetdeep. But Mr. Hering 
preferred to answer this question by letter, as he 
would then be able to make his computations. 
He could not give exact figures as to the depth of 
the channel at Joliet either, but said: “Of 
course if the channel is not to be navigable it 
will not be built.” :

Three pages of other questions equally as ab- 
surd as these remained unanswered when the 
conference ended. Engineer Hering mentioned 
to the committee that one of the Joliet papers 
had discovered something entirely new in science, 
that no matter how much the sewage was di- 
luted with pure water there would be just so 
much decaying matter and so much stench!” 
“I wish to say,“ remarked Mr. Hering. that 
the more pure water there is mixed with filth 
the more oxygen is eet to purify the decay- 
ing matter and the quicker the odor is destroyed. 
The amount of pure-water we propose to mix 
with the sewage is just twice what English au- 
thorities prescribe.”

Navigation Open at Grand Haven. 

GRAND HAVEN, Mich., March 11.—The first ar- 
rival of the season in port is the schooner Jennie 
Mullen, light, from Chicago. She will receive a 
cargo of lumber. Unprecedented activity pre- 
vails at the Several shipyards here, and work is 
being pushed on all craft as has never been wit- 
nessed heretofore. The steamship H. S. Pick- 


ands and schooners C. O. D. and Apprentice 
Boy are being loaded with lumber for 
Chicago, and will sail within a few days. 
These vessels will be engaged during the coming 
season in the grain-cafrying trade between Chi- 
cago and Buffalo and iron-ore from Marquette to 
this port on return — The latter has received 
repairs during the last few months to the amount 
of $5,000. The schooner Preston, now owned by 
Capt. David Dall of Chicago, has received repairs 
amounting to about $4,500, and will be ready to 
receive a cargo of lumber for Chicago about the 
middle of next week. She will also carry 
= during the coming season. The steam- 

arge S. H. Johnson is now under repairs, and 
work on her is pushed with vigor, but she 
will soon be ready to leave port. About $3.000 
will be expended on ber. Capt. T. W. Kirby has 
completed his arrangement for building a new 
steamship and work will be commenced on her 
at once. e following are to be her dimensions: 
Length over all, 260 feet; beam, 39 feet; and 22 
feet depth of hold; white oak timber to be used 
throughout. She will receive a compound en- 
gine, 52x45 low pressure and 28x45 high pressure, 
and two boilers 8tz feet shell and 17 feet length 
each, with four masts. Her carrying capacity 
will be 2,500 tons and her cost when completed 
between $120,000 and $130,000.

| WHY MR. YERKES SOKEME FAILED. 


The Carelésness of His Accredited Agent 
in Handling Petitions. 

Tom Mackin, the well-known contractor, is one 
of those who believe Yerkes has been guiity ofa 
certain amount of misrepresentation in securing 
signatures to his petitions for the North Side ca- 
ble road. He bases that belief on the fact that 
two different petitions have been circulated, one 
to please the property-owners in the vicinity of 
the proposed Dearborn street bridge, and the 
other to suit the demands of the property-owners 
in the vicinity of the Wells street bridge. He 
tells a little story in this connection 
which may prove interesting to a large 
number of people. It is all about 
the. discomfiture of W. 8. Eden. Eden, 
it seems, was the man of polished address whom 
Yerkes selected to do the canvassing for sig- 
natures of property-owners favorable to the 
cable-road scheme. He was provided withtwo 


petitions, both in the form of an agreement, and 
which revited that for and in consideration of the 
peg approached consenting to allow his name 

be used as favoring the cable-road scheme 
something would be done to enhance the value 
of his property. One of the petitions was drawn 
with reference to the interests of the property- 
owners in thé vicinity of the Wells street bridge, 
and stated explicitly that the present bridge at 
Wells street would be removed to Dearborn 
street, and a new four-track steam bridge erected 
in its place, as provided for in the tunnel ordi- 


nance. The other recited thata new four-track 
steam bridge would be erected at Dear- 
born street. When the signature of a 


property-owner in the vicinity of the first- 
mentioned bri was to be obtained the first- 
mentioned petition would be brought out. and 
the gentlemanly canvasser would tell how Mr. 
Yerkes was going to benefit the dear public at 
his own expense and without @ prospect of ever 
getting any returns on his investment. When a 
roperty-ownher in the vicinity of the proposed 
arborn-street bridge was seen the same story 
would be gone over, but the other petition 
f ed the basis for the argument. It was Mr. 
Eden's carelesness in handling the two petitions 
that has resulted in so much trouble for Mr. 
Yerkes in obtaining the signatures of Dearborn 
street property-owners. 

The discovery that two petitiens were in exist- 
ence was made thusly: About two weeks ago 
Mr. Eden called upon Tom Mackin to have him 
sign for his Windsor Hotel property on Dearborn 
street. The two men adjourned to Frank Saw- 
19 office, where one of the petitions was 

anded Mr. Mackin. He glanced atitfor a mo- 
ment, and then became very much interested. 
Why.“ he remarked to Mr. Eden, “this is an 
agreement between Mr. Yerkes and the New- 
berry heirs to move the Wells street bridge to 
Dearborn street and erect a four-track steam 
bridge in its piace, I don't want to sign any- 
thing of this kind. I want a new steam bridge at 
Dearborn street.“ He then turned to Mr. Saw- 
1 1 said: Frank, did you sign this peti- 

on?’ 

Let me see it,.“ Mr. Sawyer replied. ‘* Why, 
no; the petition I signed called for a steam bridge 
at Dearborn street, and this is an agreement to 
move the Wells street bridge there, I shall re- 
call my signature from the petition I did sign.“ 

In the meantime it was observed that Mr. Eden 
was very much agitated, so much so, in fact, that 
when he was pressed for an explanation he could 
barely stammer that he had presented the wrong 


paper. 

Ine scheme as explained by Mr. Mackin is 
simply that after the consent of the necessary 
frontage has been secured Yerkes will build 
one bridge only, as he is obligated by his accept 
ance of the tunnel ordinance, and it doesn't 
make any difference whether it be at Wells street 
or Dearborn, and if at the former he would be 
lad to erect the old bridge at the latter street 
or its use. Otherwise, the present Wells street 
bridge would remain, as it would be an easy 
matter to get the Council to change the ordi- 
nance permitting it, as a steam: bridge will have 
to be erected in any event.

The Merry Men. 
The revolt against realistic fiction, against 


the celebration of the commonplace, seems 
to have begun in good earnest. The signs of 
the times point to a deluge of mystical, eerie 


literature. The strange, the startling, the 
supernatural now come forth from the vasty 


deep of men’s imagination, and we shall 


soon have our nerves wrought upon by every 
species of dread and facinating attraction. 
Mr. Isaacs’’ was the first stray shot of the 
skirmishing line; a rattle of musketry and 
heavy cannonading could have been predict- 
ed even when the initial explosion was heard, 
so certain was its arrival at the aimed-for 
point.

Grant’s Personal Memoirs,” and as he 


knows very little about the great soldier, 
his achievements, circumstances in life, 
or character, his remarks have no very t 
value to Americans who know his subject 
by heart.” In England doubtless the study 
of Gen. Grant’s memoirs will be of more ac- 
count. 

Mr. Arnold seems to be surprised and 
grieved at an advertisement he has recently 
seen of a Primer of American Literature.“ 
He disputes the existence of any such litera- 
ture, and contends that we are all—Scotch, 
AustraHans, Canadians—contributors to one 
great literature—English literature. 

Speaking of the last painful years of Gen. 
Grant’s life Mr. Arnold manfully says: 

As to his financiai disaster, I will repeat what 
one of Grant's best friends, a man of great busi- 
ness faculty and of great fortune, remarked to 
me. I had been saying, What one says so easily, 
that it was a pity Grant had suffered himself to 
be drawn in by speculators. “ Ves, answered 
his friend, “it was a pity. But see how it hap- 
pened, and put yourself in Grant’s place. Like 
Grant, you may have a son to whom you are par- 
tial, and, like Grant, you have no knowledge of 
business. Had you been, like Grant, in a posi- 
tion to make it worth while for a leader in busi- 
ness and finance to come to you, saying that your 
son had a quite exceptional talent for these mat- 
ters. that it was a thousand pities his talent 
should be thrown away, ‘Give him to me and I 
will make a mar of him,’ would you not have 
been flattered in your parental pride, would you 
not have yielded? This is what happened to 
Grant, and all his financial misfortunes flowed 
from hence.“ I listened, and could not deny that 
most probably I should have been flattered to 
my ruin, as Grant was.

Dr. Mecosh's Realistic Philosophy. 

This work of President James McCosh con- 
sists, so far, of two volumes.

The first volume is expository, 
and both volumes are devoted to the defense 
of what is styled “ The Realistic Philosophy.“ 
Dr. McCosh claims to combine the truths 
contained in the Greek, German, French, 
and Scotch philosophies. It is his aim to lay 
the foundation of an American philosophy. 
His natural realism is essentially that of 
Hamilton, while he differs from Hamiiton in 
— 5 to the knowableness of the spiritual 
and the infinit. He ugrees with Kant in part as 
to the doctrine of the intentions, but he differs 
from him respecting our knowledge of the 
external world, which, he holds, we acquire 
by immediate, intuitive perception of mate- 
rial things, and not merely by inferences 
from conscious impressions. In his first vol- 
ume, after a general introduction, President 
McCosh discusses: (1) Criteria of Divers 
Kinds of Truths—Truths to Be Assumed, 
and Individual Facts and Their Laws; 
(2) Energy: Efficient and Final Causes; 
(3) Development: What It Can and Cannot 


Do; and (4) Certitude, Providence, and 
Prayer. Vol. 2 consists of a general intro- 
duction respecting realism and its place in 


the various — hies, and then a critical 
history of the leading schemes of modern 
vhilosophy. In this historical outline are 
cofisidered: (1) Locke’s Theory of Knowl- 
edge, with a Notice of Berkeley; (2) Ag- 
nosticism of Hume and Huxley, with 
a Notice of the Scottish School and Notes on 
J. S. Mill; (3) The Critical Philosophy of 
Kant; (4) Herbert Spencer’s Philosophy as 
Culminated in His Ethics. 

This work has its place among several 
v*hilosophical treatises by the distinguished 
resident of Princeton College, which give to 
that institution the honor of being a centre 


of American philosophy hardly surpassed, if 
equaled, by any other. His volumes on the 
Intuitions, the Cognition Powers, the Emo- 
tions, and Realistic Philosophy. have only 
the subject of the will and ethics to be con- 
sidered to complete his general survey of the 
whole range o . (Charles 
Scribner’s Sons, New York, 1887.) 


, The Rev. W. E. Boardman. 
“The Life and Labors of the Rev. W. E. 
Boardman ’”’ was prepared by Mrs. Boardman, 


Mark Guy Pearse. It describes the expe- 
rience of Mr. Boardman under the influence 
of his doctrine of The Higher Life,“ which 
was the title of a volume by him that ob- 
tained a wide circulation in this country and 
in Europe and among various Christian de- 
nominations. He embraced substantially the 
Wesleyan view of sinless perfection, but } 
called it by the name of The Higher Life.“ 
He was an earnest evangelizer, and dwelt 
much upon his doctrine of holiness wherever 
he went—in Lane Seminary, where he was a 
student, in Yale Seminary, in Jabors for the 
organization of Sunday-schools, in California, 
in the Civil War among the wound- 
ed soldiers, in England, and in Sweden. 
In his later years Mr. Boardman became a 
zealous advocate of the faith cure,“ and 
claimed to have wrought some marvelous 
works of healing. We infer (for we do not 
find it distinctly stated) that his death oc- 
curred in the early part ofthe year 1885. His 
biographer is enthusiastic in her references 
to his uliar experiences, and seems to feel 
that while on earth he was habitually on the 
border of the promised land. He was un- 
doubtedly a and useful man, although 
holding and propagating views that were 
firmly rejected by many Christians of at least 
equal intelligence and piety.

His Opinions on Legislation, Politics, and 
the Inter-State Law. 

New Yorgs, March 11.—Senatér Cullom of 
Illinois, who was in the city yesterday, was 
asked about general politics in conhection 
with the close of Congress. 

In the National point of view the Con- 


gress that nas just expired accomplished more 


important legislation tnan any Congress in 
twenty years,” he said. The most im- 
portant of this legislation has been the work 
of the Senate, including the Electoral Count 
bill, the Inter-State Commerce bill, the legis- 
lation with reference to the fisheries, and 
the Anti-Polygamy bill, which were ali Sen- 
ate measures. Referring to politics, the Re- 
publican party is in good condition, full of 
confidence, and eager for another contest for 
National control. There is a disposition on 
the part of its leaders to bury all personal 
animosities that may have heretofore existed 
and to select candidates purely with refer- 
ence to fitness and success. 

On what ground will Republicans ask for 
National control?”’ 

On the ground that the Democratic party 
is not up to the standard that this great Na- 
tion requires for its conduct of affairs. The 
present Administration has failed to meet 
the expectations even of the Democratic 

rty. The Democrats in the Senate and 

ouse of Representatives have shown an ut- 
ter want of appreciation of the kind of iegis- 
lation required in the interestyof the pros- 
perity and progress of the Pébpie of this 
country. he House of Représentatives, 
with a large Democratic majority, has utter- 
ly failed to comprehend and pple with 
the important questions of the. day.

It is divided on the 
tariff and on silver, and divided in regard to 
its foreign policy, so that, as I said before, it 
has shown its unfitness for the conduct of 
National affairs.“ * 

How about the practical working of the 
Inter-State Commerce act“ 

My judgment is that the act will prove a 
great benefit to the people. There has been 
much discussion over it since it became a law 
as well as before. I see from the press that 
railroad officials in their conferences in dif- 
ferent parts of the country are actively en- 

in coming to an understanding of the 
meaning of the act, and also preparing to 
adjust their operations as common carriers 
to it. They appear to be finding less diffi- 
culty in understanding and complying with 
it than was believed by them until they gave 
it close attention. In my opinion, ina year 
from now the railroads will be in favor of 
the law as a protection to themselves. The 
people will continue to be in favor of it, if it 
is properly enforced, as a protection against 
unjust discriminations, both as to{persons and 
places. The law was not exactly what I 
wanted, but it was the best I could get out 
of the conference committee, and I believed 
it to be my duty to press it through Congress 


| if Lcould and rely on future Congresses to 


make such amendments as a test of it might 
make necessary. The time had come when 
the National Government was called upon to 
place on the statute book a law regulating in- 
ter-State commerce, thereby asserting its 
power over the great railroad corporations of 
the country, representing nearly one-eighth 
of the wealth of the people of the whole Na- 
tion, notfor the purpose of injuring rail- 
roads, but for the purpose of protecting the 
people, and letting all interests understand 
that they are subordinate to the law of the 
land.“

| Ber Imperial Majesty, addressing the 


wives of the high dignitaries and nobles of 
the Japanese Empire, has given expression 
to the following views with respect to the 
dress of the women of Japan: 

In ancient times the costume of the women 


o Japan consistea of an upper garment and 


askirt. Following inthe wakeof the admin- 
istrative reforms instituted in the period of 
Taikwa, in the reign of the Emperor Kotoku, 


a specific style of court costume was fixed 


and established in the reign of the Emperor 
Jito; while later, during the reign of the Em- 
peror Gensho, the folding of the left side of 
the dress over the right side was prohibited. 
Stili later, in the time of the Emperor Shomu, 
a decree was promulgated throughout the 
Empire ordaining that all women should 
adopt and wear a style of dress which had 
been established by law. The new costume 
consisted of an upper garment and a 
skirt, and in some cases women went the 
length of wearing two skirts, an inner and 
an outer. This custom, however, was after- 
wards prohibited by statute. Thus, until the 


middle ages, the women of. this country, 


both in cities and in the rural districts, cou- 
tinued to wear a skirt, which was generally 
of a scarlet color. But about this period dis- 
sensions arose among the members of the 
imperial family as to the succession, and, a 
Northern and Southern court being formed, 
the country was for a long time the scene of 
civil discord and warfare. Under such cir- 


‘cumstances our women were compelled by 


necessity to content themselves with only 
one upper garment. Once established as a 
custom, this style of dress continued long 


after the conditions that had prompted its 
ceased to exist, the skirt being

How to Dust a Room. 

The proper way to dust a room, says a 
writer in the New York Mail and Express, is 
to begin with the walls. Pin several thick- 
nesses of clothAver a broom and sweep the 
walls down tKhoroughly, leaving at the same 


time all the doors and windows open. This 
matter of sweeping the walls is important 


and should be done once a week in rooms 


that are much used. Then with a damp 
cloth wipe off the picture cords or wires, 
the backs of all the picture-frames, and the 
tops of the door and window frames. If 
there is any danger of injuring pictures or 
frames with a damp cloth use adry one, but 


wipe them all off carefully. As often as you 


can get a draft which will carry the 
dust out of the window, shake and beat the 
curtains, whether they be Holland, lace, 
scrim, or what not, for they are 
prime sinners in the matter of harboring 
dust. The window—sash, siil, and glass— 
should also receive attention. Use a large 
cloth, with half of it well dampened for dust- 
ing, the dry end being useful to wipe off 
smail articles that might be injured by damp- 
ness—and be careful that you manipulate the 
cloth so as to wipe the dust into it and keep 
it there. If it gets dirty have a clean one, 
and always wash them out and scald them 
after using. Ifthere are inside shutters to 
the windows they need to be cared for almost 
as tenderly as a baby. A 1 1 cleanin 
every week, carefully wiping both upper an 
under sides of the slats, is the only thing 
that will keep them in decent order. A room 
is notthoroughly dusted until all the furni- 
ture and woodwork and gas fixtures have 
been cleaned with the damp duster. Up- 
holstered furniture should be taken out, 
brushed allover aad then wiped with the 
damp cloth, not forgetting the under side.

examination (pass), 19; for the second exam- 
ination (honors), 9; for the examination in 
the rudiments of faith and religion, 3. The 
number of those who presented themselves, 
and of those who passed, was: At the first 
examination; examined, 38; passed, 23. At 
the second examination (pass): — 
19; passed, 14. Candidates were examine 

for honors in Modern History, English, Ger- 
man, French, and Italian, Philosophy, and in 
Physics (preliminary examination).

known as Socialism. They have not only 
taught, but, what is much more to the pur- 
pose, have believed that a nation should be a 
family; that the government should take care 
of all its children; that it should provide 
work and food and clothes and education for 
all, and that it should divide the results of all 
labor equitably with all. 

Seeing the inequalities. among men, know- 
ing of the destitution and crime, these men 


were willing to sacrifice not only their own. 


liberties but the liberties of all. 

Socialism seems to be one of the worst pos- 
sible forms of slavery. Nothing in my judg- 
ment would so utterly paralyze all the forces, 
all the splendid ambitions and aspirations 
that now tend to the civilization of man. In 
ordinary ‘systems of slavery there are some 
masters, afew are supposed to be free; but 
in a Socialistic state all would be slaves. 

If the Government is to provide work it 
must decide for the worker what he must do. 
It must say who shall chisel statues, who 
shall paint pictures, who shall compose 
music, and who shall practice the professions. 
Is any Government, or can any Government, 
be capable of intelligently performing these 
countiess duties? It must not only control 
work, it must not only decide what each 
shall do, but it must control expenses, be- 
cause expenses bear a direct relation to prod- 
ucts. Therefore the Government must decide 
what the worker shall eat and wherewithal 
he shall be clothed; the kind of house in 
which he shall live; the manner in which it 
shall be furnished, and, if this Government 
furnishes the work, it must decide on the 
days or the hours of leisure. More than this, 
it must fix values; it must decide not only 
who shall sell, but who shall buy, and the 
price that must be paid—and it must fix this 
value not simply upon the labor, but on ev- 
erything that can produced, that can be 
exchanged or soid. 

Is it possible to conceive of a despotism be- 
yond this! The present condition of the 
world is bad enough, with its poverty and 
ignorance; butitis far better than it could 
by any possibilty be under any Government 
like the one described. There would be less 
hunger of the body, but not of the mind. 
Each man would simply be a citizen of a 
large penitentiary, and, as in every well- 
regulated prison, somebody would decide 
what each should do. The inmates of a 
prison retire early; they rise with the sun; 
they have something to eat; they are not dis- 
sipated; they have clothes; they attend di- 
vine service; they have but little to say about 
their neighbors; they do not suffer from cold; 
their habits are excellent; and yet, no one 
envies their condition. Socialism destroys 
the family. The children belong to the State. 
Certain officers take the place of parents. In- 
dividuality is lost. 

The human race cannot afford to exchange 
its liberty for any possible comfort. You re- 
member the old fable of the fat dog that met 
the lean wolf in the forest. The wolf, aston- 
ished to see so prosperous an animal, in- 
quired of the dog where he got his food, and 
the dog told him that there was a man who 
took care of him, gave him his breakfast, his 


dinner, and his supper with the utmost regu- 


larity, and that he had all that he could eat 
and very little to do. The wolf said: Do 
you think this man would treat me as he 
does you?’ The dog replied: ‘Yes; come 
along witn me.“ So they jogged on together 
toward the dog’s home. n the way the 
wolf happened to notice that some hair was 
worn off the dog’s neck and he said. How 
did the hair become worn!“ That is,” said

How long will they be controlled by 
friends who seek favors, and by reformers 
who want office?

Does Economy Lessen Wages ? 

Col. Ingersoll affirms that economy in the 
workingman, under the present system of 
labor, would only lessen wages. The sav- 
ing mechanic,“ he sententiously says, “is a 
certificate that wages are high enough,” and 
claims that under the great law of supply and 
demand “every saving, frugal, self-denying 
workingman is unconsciously doing what lit- 
tle he can to reduce the compensation of him- 
self and his fellows.” 

The brilliant advocate is more intent upon 
framing a startling paradox or coining a tell- 
ing phrase than upon getting at the real facts 
of economic questions. Asa matter of fact 
the disposition to make good use of wages 
has induced hundreds of employers to pay 
more liberally than they would otherwise 


‘have done. The habit of spending for liquor 


or other vices or follies the margin of wages 
that remains after a bare subsistence for the 
workman and his family is secured—and too 
often intrenching upon the actual needs of 
living—is the poorest sort of encouragement 
for increasing the pay. ‘It will all be wast- 
ed.“ says the employer—too ready, in most 
cases, to find a pretext for reducing ex- 
penses. 

4 saving man is a better workman, as a 
rule, than an improvident one, and the em- 
ployer knows it. Successful economy is pro- 
motive of contentment, and the contentment 
of labor brings stability and prosperity to in- 
dustries. The most saving is done by the 
best paid labor, as it is natural should be the 
case. And noemployer with brains—not to 
mention a heart—will reduce wages because 
he sees that his workmen are securing homes 
of their own and laying up something for a 
‘rainy day.” The statistics of the savings 
banks refute Col. Ingersol’s fallacy. Wages 
and savings go up together.—New York World.
